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A Youth Waterfowl Hunt September 18-19, 2010, for properly licensed youth (ages 
10-15) may be authorized by federal authorities. The daily limit includes ducks, 
mergansers, geese and coots. An adult at least 18 years of age must accompany 
the youth hunter into the field. The adult is not allowed to hunt. Party size is four 
hunters, but no more than two adults per party during youth hunts. For details and 
dates for non-reserved youth hunting opportunities on managed waterfowl areas,  
see the 2010-2011 Michigan Waterfowl Hunting Digest or visit the DNRE website at  
www.michigan.gov/huntdrawings.
